Hospice launching 
biggest campaign 

MARY Stevens Hospice in Stourbridge has 
been given the green light for the largest 
fundraising campaign in the charity’s his¬ 
tory, after receiving confirmation of plan¬ 
ning permission for an ambitious £3 million 
redevelopment. 

Hospice fundraisers are tasked with rais¬ 
ing £2m of £3m required to completely re¬ 
furbish the day services Unit in Stourbridge 
with a view to starting the project in spring 
2017. 

It is the biggest project undertaken at 
the hospice since it opened in 1991 and 
follows a £1 m upgrade in 2014.

FORTY people have died as a 
result of drug abuse in Dudley 
in the last three years - mak¬ 
ing it the worst borough in the 
Black Country for drug-relat¬ 
ed deaths 

The NHS figures for 2013 to 2015 
saw the borough, which has a popula¬ 
tion of around 312,000, as the worst 
in the region for drug fatalities.. 

Next worse was Walsall, where 31 died as a 
result of drug abuse. It was 26 in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, 18 in Sandwell and five in neighbouring 
South Staffordshire. 

But despite the shock figure, charity bosses 
say drug misuse ‘is not a widespread problem’ 
in Dudley. 

Kerry Trinder, Black Country Services Man¬ 
ager of charity ‘Change, Grow, Live’- who 
deal with drugs, alcohol and social care - said: 
“Substance misuse is not a widespread problem 
within the Dudley borough. 

“In 2014, there were 1,054 Dudley residents 
in drug treatment. Our Change, Grow, Live 
(CGL) Atlantic Recovery Centre has had a huge 
impact on providing support and guidance to 
people to recover from drug addiction. Since 

2014, the number of service users using opiates 
has remained stable within the borough.” 

The Atlantic House Recovery Centre has 
been run by CGL in Dudley since 2011. It of¬ 
fers substance misuse services, combining re¬ 
covery models and teaching an ethos of harm 
reduction,which include medical assistance and 
psychological support. 

Overdose 

Kerry Tridnder told of how a change in law 
had helped tackle the problem of drug users 
who overdose. 

She explained: “One notable advancement 
has been a change in law, which, in October 

2015, allowed the widening of distribution of 
naloxone. This is a substance which can be ad¬ 
ministered if a person overdoses on opiates. It 
works by temporarily blocking the effects of the 
overdose. 

“Our Dudley service has issued each person 
who accessed the service for opiate misuse, and 
was identified as being at high risk of dying 
from a drug overdose, with a naloxone kit. This 
means should they overdose, they can admin¬ 
ister naloxone themselves and potentially save 
their life.” 

In total, some 500 kits have been adminis¬ 
tered and five have been used to save a life this 
year. 

She added: “The key challenge for us is en¬ 
suring people know about the support they can 
receive from us. We have to make sure peo¬ 
ple feel comfortable coming forward for help. 
We receive referrals and work in partnership 
to support people addicted to substances to 
change their lives.” 


SIR BOBBY UNVEILS TRIBUTE TO HIS OLD PAL

SIR Bobby Charlton unveiled a plaque in the 
Black Country honouring the ‘genius’ of his 
close friend, Manchester United and England 
footballer Duncan Edwards. 

The footballing great gave no speech - he 
left that to the local dignitaries - but he was 
clearly moved by the occasion, the latest in a 
series of tributes to the town’s talented young 
player whose career was cut short by tragedy 
in 1958. During an hour-long reception af¬ 
terwards, Sir Bobby reminisced with the Ed¬ 
wards’ family about the player’s generosity 
- and his Black Country accent. 


He delighted those who waited in the rain 
for him to re-emerge by signing autograph 
books, programmes and even a girl’s jacket. 

At a gala evening later on Saturday, Sir 
Alex Ferguson sent a video message honour¬ 
ing the revered No 6 who died as a result of 
his injuries in the Munich air disaster of 1958, 
which killed 23 including eight members of 
the famous ‘Busby Babes’ United team. 

Twelve members of the player’s family 
were guests of honour at the unveiling, on 
what would have been Edwards’ 80th birth¬ 
day. 


The plaque has been erected in Priory Park 
where the young Edwards honed his skills 
during kickabouts with pals. Other memo¬ 
rials include a statue in the town centre, a 
major road named after the player and and a 
stained glass window in nearby St Francis’s 
Church. The ceremony took place in pouring 
rain but still many waited for more than three 
hours to make sure they had a good view. 

Sir Bobby, 78, stepped in after Dudley-born 
Sam Allardyce pulled out after losing his job 
as England manager on Tuesday.

Metro extension 
to begin next year 

LONG-AWAITED plans for a Midland 
Metro extension line in the Black Coun¬ 
try finally look set to go ahead - with 
council chiefs saying work will start 
next year.

Metro extension is authority's priority 


MULTI-MILLION pound plans for a Midland Met¬ 
ro extension link from Wednesbury to Brierley Hill 
will start next year, according to a council chief. 

The scheme, which has been in the pipeline for 
nearly two decades, finally looks set to get off the 
ground after gaining Government backing. 

West Midlands Combined Authority bosses have 
said the Metro extension is set to be the first pro¬ 
ject completed as part of the region’s devolution 
deal. 

The extension runs for around seven miles from 
the existing line at Wednesbury to Great Bridge. 
It would continue to Horseley Heath, Dudley Port, 
Dudley town centre, the Waterfront and Merry 


Hill, before terminating in Brierley Hill town cen¬ 
tre. 

Business leaders have hailed its potential for the 
region’s economy. 

Dudley Council chief executive Sarah Norman 
tweeted: “Good progress on Brierley Hill Metro 
reported at @WestMids_CA Board Meeting. Will 
start in 2017.” 

Black Country LEP board member Ninder Johal 
said: “If we’re going to continue to attract inward 
investment then infrastructure is the number 
one priority. The formation of the West Midlands 
Combined Authority and the devolved funding it 
will bring will hopefully bring much improved in¬ 


frastructure. The extension from Wednesbury to 
Brierley Hill is an example of that and also ties 
in with the extra investment into the Merry Hill 
shopping centre by Intu.” 

Dudley Council’s Conservative group leader Pat¬ 
rick Harley said: “This is something people have 
been talking about as a pipe dream for about 20 
years. 

“If we can get this done and people can see the 
construction, preparation and clearing of sites for 
tracks as quickly as 12 months’ time it will give 
them confidence in the merits of the combined au¬ 
thority.”

CASH-STRAPPED Dudley 

Council has slashed its budget 
on grass-cutting services by 
£50,000. 

The move has come in for criticism 
from councillors who said the move 
would leave areas untidy. 

Council bosses say the authority is facing 
‘unprecedented times’ due to funding cuts 
from the Government. 

But UKIP councillor Paul Brothwood, 
for Wordsley, said: “I think the green care 
team have had enough cuts. We can’t sus¬ 
tain this system anymore - or there will be 
trees growing out of traffic lights.” 

He added: “It has to be recognised that 
there has been massive cuts from the Con¬ 
servative Government but there has been 
excess waste from Dudley Council which is 
not sustainable. 

“I’m getting complaints from residents 
regarding the maintenance of green spaces. 
Weeds are not getting sprayed as regu¬ 
larly.” 

The cuts to grass cutting services will 
mean grass in public spaces will be mowed 
less frequently. 

Pressure 

Councillor Hilary Bills, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for environmental services, said: “The 
council has procedures in place to manage 
and maintain green spaces across the bor¬ 
ough. However, as we face unprecedented 
times with significantly reduced funding 
from national Government, this adds mas¬ 
sive pressure onto our grounds mainte¬ 
nance teams and has impacted on the level 
of maintenance we are able to carry out. 

“Therefore, in a number of areas, where 
it is appropriate, we have had to reduce lev¬ 
els of maintenance. This includes a £50,000 
saving for 2016/17 through a reduced grass 
cutting service. 

“I would stress that wherever possible 
we will work hard to try to make sure the 
majority of open spaces are maintained to 
an appropriate level.” 

Sedgley’s Councillor Michael Evans said: 
“I think Dudley Council are cutting the 
budget far too much. We are going to have 
overgrown spaces and verges, which is not 
acceptable. 

“Overgrown verges can make places 
look dilapidated. We want to be having a 
greener and smarter borough.” 



Cause of fatal fire remains a mystery 


The cause of the Netherton house fire that claimed 67-year-old Gillian Howard’s life remains unknown 


THE cause of a house fire which 
killed a pensioner remains un¬ 
known as an inquest ruled her 
death was an accident. 

Gillian Howard, aged 67, died 
after the blaze in Spring Road, 
Netherton, despite the efforts of 
neighbours to save her. A post-mor¬ 
tem revealed that she died from in¬ 
haling smoke. 

At an inquest last week Assistant 
Coroner Angus Smillie reached a 
conclusion of accidental death. 

Firefighters have been unable to 


establish what sparked the inferno. 

Mrs Howard had shared her 
semi-detached home with her 
daughter, Nicola, aged 36, her full¬ 
time carer. To help after a spinal 
injury Mrs Howard slept in a down¬ 
stairs bedroom. She was also being 
treated for breast cancer. 

The fire took hold on May 19. 
Nicola escaped and was taken to 
Russells Hall Hospital and treated 
for smoke inhalation and shock. 

The pensioner’s body was found 
at the scene. 


Sergeant Richard Narrowmore, 
from Dudley police, said: “I would 
like to commend the neighbours in 
Spring Road who valiantly tried to 
save this woman with little thought 
to their own personal safety.” 

Neighbour Jackie Tanner, 47, 
gave a harrowing account of the 
blaze the day after it took place. 
She said: “I could see her on the 
floor in the living room. I had to 
crawl because the smoke and heat 
was that bad. The next thing I 
know I got blown out of the house.” 


Man's jaw 
was broken 
by punch in 
pub attack 

A MAN’S jaw was broken when he was 
punched during a pub attack on New 
Year’s Day. 

Christopher Doughty was grabbed 
from behind at The Clifton in Sedgley 
and a struggle ensued in which he was 
dealt the shattering blow by 36-year-old 
Johnathan Wright. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard 
Mr Doughty pushed his displaced jaw 
back into place in the toilets at the pub 
before being taken to hospital. 

In the weeks after the assault the vic¬ 
tim’s speech was affected and even walk¬ 
ing would cause him pain in his jaw. 

Wright, of Springfield Grove, Sedgley, 
was given a six-month jail term, sus¬ 
pended for two years, having previously 
admitted assault causing grievous bodily 
harm. 

He was also ordered to carry out 150 
hours of unpaid work and to pay £3,500 
in compensation to Mr Doughty. 

Miss Heather Chamberlain, prosecut¬ 
ing, said that Wright and his girlfriend 
had a ‘heated argument’ outside the pub 
after which he marched inside to con¬ 
front Mr Doughty. 

Miss Chamberlain, said: “There was a 
struggle. The defendant threw a punch 
which hit Mr Doughty in the face with 
some force. He went to hospital and was 
told he had a fracture to his upper jaw.” 

Mr Julian Harris, defending, said: 
“Things had been said to him and he re¬ 
acted badly. There was no excuse for it. 
He is remorseful and apologetic. He was 
under the influence of alcohol. It was a 
single blow.” 

Masked men stole 
cash and vodka 

MASKED knife-wielding raiders burst 
into a One Stop shop in Wordsley de¬ 
manding cash and booze in a robbery. 
The two men stole £80 and two bottles 
of vodka. 

Police made one arrest less than an 
hour after the 10pm raid on Thurs¬ 
day after watching CCTV of the raid. 
A second man was later arrested at an 
address despite trying to run off from 
police officers while wearing just his 
boxer shorts. Both are now in police 
custody. 

The local men, both aged 22, were 
being questioned. 

Chief Inspector Gill Davenport, of 
Dudley Police, said: “We conducted a 
speedy investigation with the help of 
staff at the shop, including a first arrest 
for one of our new student officers.”

Shoplifter 
who stuffed 
clothes into 
bag is caught 

A WOMAN from Dudley was caught 
by a security guard as she tried to 
steal £450 worth of clothes from the 
Primark store at Merry Hill shopping 
centre. 

Emma Gwilliams, of Ashenhurst 
Road, was spotted acting suspiciously 
in the budget fashion store and 
tracked on CCTV. 

Gwilliams, aged 37, was told she 
must carry out 50 hours unpaid work 
after admitting attempting to steal 
the clothing. She was given a further 
25 hours of unpaid work for breaching 
a suspended sentence. 

Miss Heather Chamberlain, pros¬ 
ecuting, said a security guard at the 
shop spotted Gwilliams with another 
woman, a child and two baskets full 
of clothes. When he next saw her the 
baskets had gone but she had a large 
bag which appeared full. 

The three were tracked using in¬ 
store CCTV and seen placing items 
into the bag. They were stopped as 
they tried to leave the shop without 
paying. Gwilliams told police she 
wanted the clothing for her children. 

Mr Simon Hanns, defending, told 
Wolverhampton Crown Court: “This 
was an incredibly stupid act. She has 
a serious and dangerous problem with 
alcohol.” 

The court heard Gwilliams’s sus¬ 
pended sentence was imposed after 
she was convicted of taking her hus¬ 
band’s car without his consent. 

Judge Mark Eades said shoplifting 
pushed up prices for everyone else. He 
added: “You know it is stealing. You 
were greedy because you tried to steal 
over £400 worth of goods” 

Gwilliams has to pay £340 costs. 

Man charged with 
killing his mother 

A BRIERLEY Hill man has appeared 
in court charged with killing his 
mother, who died in hospital nearly a 
month after he allegedly pushed her 
to the floor on Christmas Eve. 

Mark Jennens, aged 39, of Sor¬ 
rel Walk, Brierley Hill, is facing one 
count of manslaughter and appeared 
before magistrates in Walsall last 
Thursday. 

His mother, Hazel Jennens, died in 
hospital on January 20 after the inci¬ 
dent on December 24 last year. 

Jennens was bailed to appear at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court on 
Thursday, October 27, for a plea and 
trial preparation hearing.

The Most Reverend Justin Welby 
will be at the centre on Sunday from 
2.30pm. He will arrive at the entrance 
next to Argos and, along with local 
church leaders and members, will 
walk through the centre owned by 
Intu, stopping to talk to shoppers and 
workers. 

The Archbishop will move through 
the mall to the atrium outside Marks 


and Spencer, where he will lead a 
‘songs of praise’ style service and 
gives a talk. The event will conclude 
with popular hymn, Amazing Grace. 

Pray 

Bishop of Dudley, The Rt Rev Gra¬ 
ham Usher, said: “I am delighted that 
the Archbishop of Canterbury will 
be visiting Intu Merry Hill shopping 
centre during his time in Dudley and 
Worcestershire. 

“Intu Merry Hill is a major gather¬ 
ing place and contributes significantly 
to the local economy. Archbishop Jus¬ 


tin will be asking shoppers and staff 
if he can pray with them and he will 
be sharing how the Christian faith in¬ 
spires him daily.” 

The Archbishop of Canterbury is 
the most senior bishop in the Church 
of England, and Eton and Cambridge 
University-educated Mr Welby is the 
105th. 

He had worked in the oil industry 
before his ordination and served as 
a rector in Warwickshire, as Dean of 
Liverpool and then Bishop of Durham 
before becoming Archbishop of Can¬ 
terbury in 2013. 


Doorstep robber cuts 
pensioner with knife 


A PENSIONER was held at knife¬ 
point and cut on the face during a 
‘terrifying’ robbery at his home in 
Netherton. 

A man knocked on the 70-year-old’s 
door in St Peter’s Road and pleaded for 
cash to take his dog to the vets but when 
the sob story failed the thug pulled out a 
knife and pushed it under the man’s chin. 

He suffered a two-inch cut, that required 
hospital treatment, as he was shoved back¬ 
wards into the hallway and threatened. 

The thief went on to steal a wallet containing 
£115 in notes and £8 in loose change from the 
pensioner’s kitchen. 

The suspect has been described as of white 
or Asian appearance, aged 30 to 35 years old, 
about 5ft lOins tall and of medium build. He 
has short black hair and had a black scruffy 
beard. He spoke with a northern accent, possi¬ 
bly from the Newcastle area. He was wearing 
a dark blue quilted jacket and black or navy 
trousers. The robbery happened on Wednesday 
night. 

Detectives have launched an investigation 
into the robbery and which took place on 
Wednesday night. 

Terrifying 

Detective Constable Simon Willmott, of Dud¬ 
ley CID, said: “Thankfully the injury sustained 
by the victim was not serious but it was a ter¬ 
rifying ordeal for the victim, who has been left 
shaken by what happened. 

“I would appeal to anyone who was in or 
around the area on the evening of Wednesday, 
September 28, and who saw anything suspi¬ 
cious. I am also eager for anyone who thinks 
they know the identity of the suspect to come 
forward.” 

Ward councillors spoke of their shock at 
hearing the news. 

Councillor Qadar Zada, for the Netherton, 
Woodside and St Andrews ward, said: “It is 
disgraceful that this has happened to a 70-year- 
old man in Netherton. It is not a matter of 
£100, it is a matter of a gentleman who has 
been threatened in what could be a life chang¬ 
ing moment.” 

Councillor Christine Perks added: “This is 
appalling. It is terrible someone has got knifed 
on their own doorstep, it is bad enough worry¬ 
ing it could happen on the street.”

Big Sam slated as Sir Bobby steps in 


DISGRACED Sam Allardyce has 
been accused of being ‘stupid’ - as 
Sir Bobby Charlton stepped in to re¬ 
place him at a ceremony in memory 
of football legend Duncan Edwards. 

Civic leaders in Allardyce’s home 
town of Dudley have spoken of their 
anger as the 61-year-old’s 67 day 
tenure in the biggest job in English 
football came to a sudden end mired 
in scandal. ‘Big Sam’ was filmed as 


part of a national newspaper sting, 
offering to advise bogus businessmen 
on how to get around rules on player 
transfers. 

He was discussing with the under¬ 
cover reporters a possible £400,000 
advisory role, just after taking on 
the England job, reportedly worth £3 
million a year. 

Dudley South MP Mike Wood said 
it was disappointing Big Sam’s home¬ 


coming had been ruined. He said: 
“Dudley was looking forward to wel¬ 
coming the England manager back 
home at the weekend. People were 
proud when a local man got such an 
important role in the national game. 

“It is very sad that his misjudge¬ 
ment and basic stupidity has cost 
him the job he has dreamed of his 
whole career. His reputation has 
been left in tatters.”

A fitting tribute to

IT was a day of nostalgia 
for a golden age of football

Above all it was a day of pride 
in a Dudley, England and Man¬ 
chester United hero whose 
sporting talent was nurtured in 
Priory Park where crowds gath¬ 
ered on Saturday to see a plaque 
unveiled to Duncan Edwards on 
what would have been his 80th 
birthday. 

Sir Bobby Charlton, who played 
alongside Edwards at both club and 
national level, performed the hon¬ 
ours. Later former Wolves and Al¬ 
bion players joined guests in a gala 
at Brierley Hill Civic Hall where a 
video message from Sir Alex Fergu¬ 
son was played. The former United 
boss said he had only seen Edwards 
play twice, both times in Scotland 
with the native Glaswegian quip¬ 
ping: “Neither was a good experi¬ 
ence for me.” 

Complete 

He continued: “I can only go by 
what Sir Bobby Charlton says about 
him, that he was the greatest player 
he ever played with.” 

Edwards, described by manager 
Matt Busby as the most ‘complete 
footballer in Britain - possibly the 
world’, was marked out for great¬ 
ness after winning consecutive titles 
with United but died of injuries he 
sustained in the Munich Air Disas¬ 
ter of 1958 when a plane containing 
the United team slid off the runway 
in snowy conditions. 

Aged just 21, Edwards had al¬ 
ready played 177 games for Man¬ 
chester United and become the 
youngest player, at 18, to be capped 
by England. 

Cousin Laurence Brownhill, 73, 
said: “You always knew when Dun¬ 
can was coming because you’d hear 
him kicking a tin can or an old brick. 

His mother used to tell him to stop 
ruining his shoes.” 

Sir Bobby paid tribute to his fel¬ 
low Busby Babe in the gala dinner 
programme. He wrote: “To me, 

Duncan has always been the epit¬

MORE than 100 people have signed a 
petition calling for the Sainsbury’s in 
Merry Hill to be saved. 

The petition was launched in the 
wake of company bosses announcing 
the supermarket at the huge shopping 
centre would close on December 30. In 
total 121 people had signed the peti¬ 
tion by Sunday afternoon. 

The supermarket giant has been 
trading at the centre for almost 17 
years and closure will put at risk 193 
jobs. 

Bosses say that the store was ‘un¬ 
derperforming’ despite being a fixture 
at Merry Hill since opening in Octo¬ 
ber 1989. 

One shopper from Dudley, writ¬ 
ing online, said: “I’ve grown up with 
Sainsbury’s being an important part 
of Merry Hill. Save it - for the custom¬ 
ers and staff.” 

A Sainsbury’s spokesman said the 
company would Took to redeploy peo¬ 
ple, wherever possible’. 

“Like all retailers, we keep our es¬ 
tate under review to ensure our busi¬ 
ness is operating as efficiently and 
effectively as possible and to ensure 
we provide customers with the best 
possible service. We’re now conduct¬ 
ing a consultation process with all af¬ 
fected colleagues who we will support 
through the difficult period ahead.” 

Caroline Crolley, regional officer 
at Unite, criticised the company’s 
decision. She said: “I am absolutely 
astounded. There had been no indica¬ 
tion that this was going to happen. We 
are obviously going to be demanding a 
meeting with the company.”

800 jobs axe 
with Plumb 
Center firm 
restructure 

PLUMB Center owner Wolseley is 
set to axe up to 800 jobs as part of a 
restructuring that will see it shut 80 
branches and a distribution centre. 

The company is not yet saying 
which branches face closure. It has 
Plumb Center outlets in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, Walsall, Brierley Hill, Cannock, 
Smethwick, Kidderminster and Staf¬ 
ford, as well as a branch of Burdens 
in West Bromwich. The shake-up will 
cost the firm £100 million. 

Wolseley said: “The closure of 
around 80 branches and one distribu¬ 
tion centre is expected to lead to up to 
800 job losses, the impact of which we 
will minimise through redeployment 
and attrition as far as possible. The 
programme is subject to consulta¬ 
tion.” 

The group employs 6,000 people 
in the UK and operates across 750 
branches. The firm said that in the 
UK, which accounts for eight per cent 
of its profits, the repair, maintenance 
and improvement markets had de¬ 
clined and growth was ‘weak’. 

Wolseley said the restructuring, 
the result of a review, is expected to 
generate £25m to £30m of annual cost 
savings when complete. 

The group made the announcement 
alongside full-year results, which saw 
overall revenues rise 4.2 per cent at 
constant exchange rates to £14.4 bil¬ 
lion. Pre-tax profit rose from a total 
of £508m to £727m, driven by the US, 
where the bulk of its business is. 

The shake-up will also see Wolseley 
close one of its four UK distribution 
centres, 

inquest on victim 
of stabbing opens 

THE inquest has opened into the 
death of a man who was found stabbed 
at his home in Netherton. 

Simon Johnson’s body was found 
at the property in Cradley Road, on 
August 11. 

The body of the 41-year-old father- 
of-two was discovered after he failed 
to arrive at work. 

He had been stabbed in the back 
several times, Black Country Coro¬ 
ners Court was told. 

Four teenagers were arrested on 
suspicion of murder but have been re¬ 
leased on bail until October 17. 

Senior Coroner Zafar Siddique ad¬ 
journed the inquest until November 
28. 

The medical cause of death for Mr 
Johnson was given as stab wounds. 

Stinger brings 
car chase to halt 

POLICE chased a car through Dudley 
in the early hours of Wednesday be¬ 
fore stopping it using a tyre-bursting 
‘stinger’ and arresting one man on 
suspicion of stealing fuel. A 24-year- 
old Dudley man was bailed. 


U-turn over ban on street food sellers 


COUNCIL bosses have made a U-turn on a decision 
to ban street traders from part of Dudley town cen¬ 
tre - after deciding they play a vital part in regen¬ 
erating the area. 

Three mobile food units could have been forced 
to move on if proposals had been approved by the 
licensing sub-committee to remove High Street as 
a ‘consent’ street and make it a ‘prohibited’ area. 

Around six traders had originally been relocated 
from their pitches following the regeneration of 
Dudley Market in 2014. 

Fast food trader, Mark Smith, who trades as Mr 
Sizzle, said the move to ban street traders perma¬ 
nently could have seen the loss of his livelihood. 

He said: “I feel ecstatic that the committee has de¬ 


cided against banning us from that area. Mr Sizzle, 
along with the two remaining street traders, offers 
diversity and charm to the town centre. 

“Just before the regeneration was going to start 
we were invited to a meeting and promised by of¬ 
ficers that the relocation was only going to be tem¬ 
porary. However, we were then informed earlier 
this year that we may be prohibited to return under 
this review. 

“A series of wooden posts were also installed in 
the positions we used to trade and my fixed elec¬ 
tric-feeder pillar was removed. It seemed like it was 
a deliberate act to prevent the street traders from 
returning.” 

Mr Smith said that since moving from his original 


pitch outside The Churchill Shopping Centre, busi¬ 
ness had fallen by a quarter. 

Three of the other street traders left the town, 
and the remaining two - a doughnut and a tikka 
seller - were positioned next to Mr Sizzle. 

Mr Smith added: “Because we had to move to Cas¬ 
tle Street outside of Greggs it effected trade mas¬ 
sively. But following this decision we will seeking to 
move back to the market place.” 

At the licensing sub-committee meeting Council¬ 
lor Elaine Taylor said: “We are concerned that the 
power facilities have been moved, which indicates 
that a decision had already been made - therefore 
the power posts will be reinstalled.” 


Nearly 100 children at 
risk of sex exploitation 


ALMOST 100 children in the Dudley 
borough are at risk of being sexu¬ 
ally exploited, according to safe¬ 
guarding experts. 

The children, aged between 11 and 17, 
have been identified in an investigation 
that found a total of 95 children deemed 
to be at risk of becoming victims of child 
sexual exploitation (CSE). 

Children’s services are working to try to 
make sure the vulnerable youngsters are pro¬ 
tected. Of the total, 16 were said to be at ‘seri¬ 
ous risk’ and another two at ‘significant risk’. 
The vast majority of the children - 87 - are 
girls. 

The Dudley Safeguarding Children Board 
said the number of children deemed to be at 
risk had increased over the second part of 
2015/16. 

It has also been revealed that of 700 reports 
of missing children, 220 were ‘known young 
people at risk of CSE’. 

The under-fire children’s services depart¬ 
ment is putting together an action plan to try 
to tackle CSE in the borough. 

The department was slammed by Ofsted ear¬ 
lier this year, which rated it as ‘inadequate’ in 
areas including ‘children who need help and 
protection’. 

Dudley Council has rolled out several cam¬ 
paigns to raise awareness. 

Suspicious 

Taxi drivers have been urged to become the 
borough’s ‘eyes and ears’ and report anything 
suspicious they see while out on the roads. 
Around 130 drivers have attended CSE aware¬ 
ness sessions so far. 

Liz Murphy, independent chair, Dudley 
Safeguarding Children Board, said: “Tackling 
CSE is a shared priority amongst the council 
and Safeguarding Board partners and there 
are dedicated workers to support children and 
young people who are being sexually exploited. 

“Similar to other local authorities, we have 
seen an increase in the number of children who 
are being identified as being sexually exploited 
or at risk of becoming exploited, this is the re¬ 
sult of local and regional campaigns to increase 
awareness.” 

The Dudley Safeguarding Children Board 
said in its annual report that it needed to be 
‘constantly reflecting whether children in the 
area are safe and, if not, what more can be 
done’.

Check out 
back yard 
for Turner 
art award 

GREAT! Summer may now be over, and 
the nights starting to draw in, but who 
cares? It’s also that time of the year when 
we can all head down the Big Smoke, roll 
up at the Tate Modern and admire the en¬ 
tries for the Turner Prize. 

I love the Turner Prize, there is some¬ 
thing delightfully egalitarian about it. 

While all those other fuddy-duddy art 
competitions require you to be able to do 
something clever like paint a picture or 
sculpt a statue, with Turner there is none 
of that elitism. Never mind talent and all 
that, have you got a bag of rusty bolts, an 
old mattress and an empty fag packet? 
Great, you’re in. 

The big talking point this year comes 
from Anthea Hamilton, who wowed the 
judges with a giant pair of buttocks. The 
Tate says it brings “a surrealist sensibil¬ 
ity to popular culture” and will “seduce 
the viewer with comic and unexpected 
combinations of images, materials and 
words”. 

Or maybe they are just talking out of 
their sculpture. 

Meanwhile, Michael Dean is nominat¬ 
ed for sculptures and installations made 
from “aesthetically-overlooked materials” 
like corrugated metal from a shop shutter. 
And Josephine Pryde presents New Me¬ 
dia Express (Baby Wants to Ride), which 
examines the idea of “seductive qualities 
of the wider art world.” Or a train set to 
you and me. 

Sadly, though, the Black Country is un¬ 
represented, which is a shame. Especial¬ 
ly as I see so many potential Turner Prize 
entries at the bottom of people’s gardens 
every Monday morning. Just before the 
tatters arrive.

Villagers launch protest 
over 'quarry' lorry fears 


PROTESTORS came out in force to 
send a message to developers over 
plans for a ‘quarry’ and marina at a 
village near Dudley. 

Residents at Swindon, near Wall 
Heath, are fighting proposals for the 
extraction of sand and gravel from 
a 22-acre site, which is being devel¬ 
oped for a 199-boat marina. 

Villagers fear the scheme will 
bring noisy vehicles and diesel fumes 
to the heart of their rural commu¬ 
nity. More than 50 residents made 
their voices heard at the proposed 
site last Wednesday with banners. 

Winifred Cumiskey, aged 80, who 
lives opposite the site and was at 
the protest, said: “This is the village 
showing their feelings on this and 
saying ‘we don’t want it’. The sand, 
the dirt, the dust - it would be really 
terrible. Think of people who are ill. 
It will make them worse. Why do 


they want to ruin a little village? We 
don’t want the marina either. There 
is already one just a mile away at 
Ash wood.” 

The firm behind the application, 
MHJ Ltd, say the sand and gravel 
would be extracted to form new lev¬ 
els for the marina. 

The boat scheme could see the 
village population double but little 
visible progress has been made, de¬ 
spite planning permission being in 
place. Marina plans also include a 
130-space car park, farm shop, tea 
room and viewing area. 

Extraction of sand and gravel 
could involve up to 100 vehicles com¬ 
ing in and out of the village per day. 

Neil Warren, Director at Land 
and Water Estates, formed from 
MHJ Ltd, said the site should not be 
described as a ‘quarry’ and matched 
council guidelines.

for Metro 
extension 
proposals 

LABOUR leader Jeremy Corbyn has backed 
a Midland Metro extension after outlining a 
policy for £48 billion of additional investment 
for the West Midlands. 

After announcing the policy, Mr Corbyn said he 
was in support in the Metro system. There are plans 
to create a line linking Brierley Hill with Walsall. 

He said: “Many people voted against the EU in the ref¬ 
erendum because they felt 
left behind in society. 

“They felt their com¬ 
munity wasn’t getting the 
investment it needed and 
therefore their children 
were not getting the chances 
they need. 

“There has to be a re¬ 
newed effort at investment 
in housing, health and edu¬ 
cation and there has to be a 
much greater sense for de¬ 
mocracy, not just in within 
the Labour party and trade 
unions but in society as a 
whole. 

“I think the numbers of 
people attending our lead¬ 
ership campaign events is 
much greater than last year, 
phenomenal numbers turn¬ 
ing up everywhere. That is 
a sign there is a thirst to do 
things differently. 

Crisis 

“What we are putting 
forward is a comprehensive 
economic strategy. We are 
also saying as a country we 
have to face up to the hous¬ 
ing crisis. 

“There has to be invest¬ 
ment in council housing 
lifetime tenancy and good 
quality social housing. 

“We cannot go on the lev¬ 
els of high cost in private 
rented sector and insecurity 
as well as overcrowding in 
many council places. 

“There needs to be a hous¬ 
ing building programme, a 
big one, which simply hasn’t 
happened much over the 
past few years.” 

Among his priorities for 
the Black Country, Mr Cor¬ 
byn said he supported the 
idea of extending the Metro 
line.

Plans are in place for new 
lines to Walsall and Brierley 
Hill, but a lack of funding 
has scuppered any progress 
in recent years. 

He said: “I think the idea 
of the development of Metro 
rail systems has been a very 
good economic generator 
where ever they have come 
in. 

“The initial scepticism 
about the Manchester tram 
system - it did very well and 
has grown a great deal, ditto 
Nottingham, ditto Sheffield. 

“I think the tramway sys¬ 
tems are relatively cheap to 
install compared to under¬ 
ground systems. Ultimately 
they lead to less traffic on 
the road and the faster mov¬ 
ing around of people, better 
air quality. 

“I think the whole of the 
West Midlands has opportu¬ 
nity to benefit a great deal 
from it. 

“There was once a very 
comprehensive rail system 
all over the West Midlands, 
some of those lines are avail¬ 
able to be transferred into 
tramways.”

GP practice wins praise from 
inspectors for improvements 


A GP medical practice has been 
moved out of special measures by 
inspectors following the latest visit 
by representatives off the Care Qual¬ 
ity Commission. 

Bath Street Medical Practice, in Sedg- 
ley, had been rated inadequate after an 
inspection in November. Shortly after that 
inspection, the provider retired and a sala¬ 
ried GP was appointed. 

The new GP applied for a new registration, 
which meant another inspection was needed. 

The follow-up inspection was carried out on 
July 26 and the practice has been upgraded to 


‘requiring improvement’. The areas of care that 
need improving after the latest report were the 
centre’s effectiveness and care. Other areas - 
leadership, safety and responsiveness - were 
rated as good. 

Attention 

An inspector said: “Although we found that 
there were some areas for improvement, our 
findings indicated that the practice were aware 
of the areas that required further attention. 
There was a proactive action plan in place which 
was being addressed.” 

Professor Steve Field, Chief Inspector of Gen¬ 
eral Practice, said he was taking the practice 


out of special measures following the inspection 
after ‘significant improvements made to the 
quality of care’. 

The centre’s practice manager said: “We are 
happy to be moving forward. The CQC said it is 
very hard to be moved from inadequate to good, 
so they have rated us as requiring improvement 
before we have another inspection. 

“The CQC inspectors said they were really 
pleased with the progress that had been made 
in the latest inspection.” 

The manager added that the previous GP did 
not leave because of the November 2015 inspec¬ 
tion but had retired.

TWO red squirrels have been brought to 
Dudley Zoo in a bid to help save the species 
in the UK. 

Native red squirrels were once a com¬ 
mon sight in the UK but have seen a rapid 
decline over the last 60 years, with many 
driven by destruction of the forest habitats 
and competition for food with the larger 
grey squirrels. 

The two female squirrels will form breed¬ 
ing pairs with the Castle Hill attraction’s 
resident males. 

Conservation Officer Chris Leeson, said: 
“Red squirrels are naturally found across 
most of Europe, into northern Asia and 
Siberia, but here in the UK there are esti¬ 
mated to only be around 120,000 left and 
the majority of these are found in Scotland. 

“Because of the ongoing threats the red 
squirrel is protected under the Wildlife and 


Countryside Act and captive breeding red 
squirrel programmes like the one we’re in¬ 
volved in are vital to species survival.” 

The females have been brought in from 
Drayton Manor and Welsh Mountain Zoo. 

Their introduction ties in with Red Squir¬ 
rel Week, which aims to raise awareness of 
the plight of the British native species. 

Dudley Zoo have been part of a captive 
breeding programme for red squirrels since 
1996 and in the past have released young 
squirrels into refuges in the hope of boost¬ 
ing numbers. 

Red squirrels live for around six years 
and are typically six to eight inches long 
and weigh around 250 to 340 grams. 

They do not hibernate but they lay down 
stores of food to see them through periods 
when fresh food is not available. Their diet 
includes seeds, flowers, leaves and fruit.

Free heroin injections for 
addicts is slammed bv MP 


A GOVERNMENT approved 
scheme where heroin ad¬ 
dicts can safely inject them¬ 
selves in so-called ‘shoot-up’ 
rooms free on the NHS has 
been criticised. 

The controversial treatment 
features in the Home Office’s 
Modern Crime Prevention Strate¬ 
gy which was signed off by Prime 
Minister Theresa May in March 
when she was Home Secretary. 

The idea behind the scheme is to 
give addicts a place that they can use 
the drug without the danger of it being 


cut with impure, possibly deadly sub¬ 
stances. 

But the method has been slammed 
by Dudley North Labour MP Ian Aus¬ 
tin who said: “Decent people who go 
to work and pay their taxes will be ap¬ 
palled to discover Theresa May wants 
to use taxpayers money to give drug 
addicts their fix. 

Prison 

“Instead of this crazy nonsense, she 
should reverse the cuts to the police 
so they can put drug dealers in prison 
and stop them causing this misery in 
the first place.” 

Backers of the scheme say that for a 


small cohort of entrenched, long-term 
opiate users who have not achieved 
recovery any other way, there is evi¬ 
dence that supervised heroin injection 
reduces crime. 

Trials took place in England dur¬ 
ing 2011 and a European-wide study 
was published in 2012 which reported 
positive results but said it would be 
expensive. 

A Department for Health spokes¬ 
man confirmed that the technique was 
used in Britain but in ‘very rare’ cases 
where all other treatment ‘had failed.’ 

He added that only specialists with 
a Home Office licence could oversee 
the injection of heroin.

The 
town centre has around 850 free 
parking spaces in total.” 

Traders at the market said they 
were impressed. Wendy Wyatt, who 
had travelled down from Tamworth 
to sell a range of goods including 
CDs, toiletries and cosmetics, said: 
“It is a great location, I am hoping 
more traders will come next week.” 

Carbooter Christine Warr, from 
Brockmoor, added: “The market is 
taking off, it is good.”

Governor’s anger 
at proposed axing 
of lollipop wardens 

A SCHOOL governor has blasted proposals to axe lol¬ 
lipop wardens across Dudley borough, saying the move 
could put children’s safety at risk. 

Crossing patrols will disappear from outside the school 
gates unless schools stump up the cash to pay for them 
to stay, as Dudley Council say they can no longer pay the 
bill due to cut-backs. 

Abdul Qadus, a governor at Wollescote School, who 
also sits on Dudley Council’s children’s services com¬ 
mittee, has criticised the plans and claims it is unlikely 
many schools will be able to afford to pay for crossing 
wardens. They will be axed from April, under the plans. 
It would save the authority around £260,000 a year. 

Father-of-four Mr Qadus said: “I am concerned for the 
children. If they can afford to pay thousands of pounds 
for directors, why can’t they pay for the safety of chil¬ 
dren? What happens if a child gets hurt, who is going to 
be responsible?” 

With budgets already stretched at many schools, Mr 
Qadus says it is unlikely many can meet the added cost 
of crossing wardens, which could be as much as £20,000 
a year if they have multiple wardens. 

Dudley Council’s environment boss Councillor Hilary 
Bills said: “Unfortunately, this service like many other 
non-statutory services is being reviewed due to ongo¬ 
ing funding cuts by central Government. Dudley is not 
the first authority to impose charging schools for their 
school crossing patrol service.” 

She added: “The safety of children is of paramount 
importance to the council.” 


£365k paid 

out to chief 
who left 
crime job 

A BOSS in the office of the West Midlands 
Police and Crime Commissioner received 
£365,000 as part of a pay-off after leaving her 
job, following the election of a new commis¬ 
sioner. 

Jacky Courtney, left her role as chief executive on 
April 30 last year as part of a shake-up following the 
election of David Jamieso" 

Mrs Courtney, who had 
served as chief executive 
to the old West Midlands 
Police Authority for seven 
years, received a £74,600 
Toss of office’ payment as 
well as a £278,900 contribu¬ 
tion to her pension pot. 

Additionally, she was 
paid £11,500 in salary and 
fees for approximately one 
month’s work and received 
£500 worth of benefits, to 
total just over £365,000. 

The pension payment was 
made as part of the gen¬ 
erous Local Government 
Pension Scheme that means 
public sector employers 
must make all the contribu¬ 
tions that would have been 
paid into the pension fund 
up to the employee’s normal 
retirement date, even if they 
have to leave their job. 

Car 

As chief executive she was 
paid £109,300 and had an 
Audi company car. 

The PCC’s publicly avail¬ 
able accounts state Mrs 
Courtney ‘retired’ but it is 
understood that she was 
made redundant in a re¬ 
structure by Labour’s Mr 
Jamieson, who became com¬ 
missioner in 2014 following 
the death of Bob Jones, a 
former Wolverhampton 
councillor. 

Jonathan Jardine re¬ 
placed Mrs Courtney as 
chief executive on a salary 
of £79,200 and no company 
car. 

A West Midlands PCC 
spokesman said: “The of¬ 
fice the PCC inherited was 
from the bloated and un¬ 
accountable days of the po¬ 
lice authority, where some 
members of staff were paid

very high salaries and every¬ 
one got first class travel. 

“But since the election of 
the police and crime com¬ 
missioner in 2014, things 
have changed. The office has 
been reorganised and we 
now work in a more stream¬ 
lined, accountable and ef¬ 
fective way, even though 
the commissioner has more 
responsibilities than the old 
police authority. 

“Thanks to the changes 
we’ve already made, we are 
making savings of £300,000 
a year on those old police 
authority days. The Office of 
the Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner is now a modern, 
representative and effective 
workplace. The fat from the 
police authority days has 
been trimmed. 

“The core annual office 
budget is lower than the 
police authority peak, and 
makes up about 0.3 per cent 
of the police budget, one 
of the lowest shares in the 
country. The office is trans¬ 
parent in how it works and 
details of our expenditure 
are published on our web¬ 
site.”

Abandoned Longbridge's 
reminders of glory days 


THESE pictures show how 
a huge car factory has been 
frozen in time since more 
than 5,000 workers were 
made redundant. 

MG Rover collapsed in 2005, 
and now photos have emerged 
from inside its famous Longbridge 
plant in Birmingham more than a 
decade on. 

Personal items have been aban¬ 
doned in offices and there are still 
body shells of the Rover 75 on the pro¬ 
duction lines. 

A photographer, who goes by the 
name Dab Hand, said it was a ‘priv¬ 
ilege’ to see inside the factory which 
opened in 1905. 

The urban explorer said: “It was 
completely untouched. 

“To think thousands of people used 
to work there, and it’s like it’s been 
frozen in time. 

“There were still body shells of cars 
on the tracks, newspapers from 2009 
and personal things people had left in 
offices. 

“I thought everything had been

scrapped or sold off, but it had just 
been left. 

“It was quite sad but also a privilege 
to see, as Rover was a massive em¬ 
ployer in its day.” 

The images are a sharp contrast to 
the bustling pictures from the 1980s. 

In its heyday, the plant employed 
25,000 workers. 

There are now around 300 work¬ 
ers left in Longbridge, and in recent 
weeks Shanghai Automotive Industry 
Corporation - who bought out MG 
Rover - confirmed it was now stopping 
assembly and moving everything to 
China. 

With the stopping of assembly, 25 
factory staff will lose their jobs. 

They will be the last employees to 
have been employed to construct vehi¬ 
cles at the plant. 

The photographer added: “It was so 
quiet in there. 

“When a pigeon flew from the roof it 
echoed all around the building.”

FIVE MINUTES FROM MERRY HILL 
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Violent pub branded most 
dangerous will stay shut 


A TROUBLED Dudley pub named by a senior police officer as 
the most dangerous in the West Midlands will stay shut after 
an attempt to have the decision overturned failed. 

The Earl of Dudley Arms on Wellington Road has been closed since 
Christmas after police said it had become a ‘stronghold’ for a gang. 
The pub was the scene of several violent attacks, including a stabbing. 
Its licence was revoked by Dudley Council in February. The pub’s owners 
appealed the decision but magistrates 
in Dudley have now ruled the Earl of 
Dudley should stay closed. 

The bench said the decision to keep 
the pub closed was ‘necessary to pro¬ 
tect the public’. The ruling appears to 
have settled the pub’s future for good. 

Officers were called to the pub more 
than 60 times in the two years leading 
up to its closure. Officers had to deal 
with a string of attacks, including an 
attempted murder. 


Talk on hero 
who saved 
Jewish lives 

MEMBERS of the Black Country 
Society will be hearing about the ex¬ 
ploits of the ‘Stourbridge Schindler’ 
Frank Foley. 

The Vicar of Claverley, the Rev 
Gary Ward, will be guest speaker at 
the society event at the Black Country 
Living Museum, Dudley, on Novem¬ 
ber 25 at 7.30pm. 

The late Mr Foley helped thousands 
of Jews escape from Nazi Germany by 
issuing them with passports. 

Working as a British intelligence 
office in pre-war Nazi Germany, he 
risked his life by breaking many Nazi 
laws. He entered concentration camps 
and presented visas to the camp au¬ 
thorities so that Jews could be freed. 

After serving in the Second World 
War he retired to Stourbridge where 
he lived at Eveson Road in Norton 
until his death in 1958. He was ac¬ 
corded the status Righteous Amongst 
the Nations by Israel in 1999, and 
awarded British Hero of the Holo¬ 
caust posthumously in 2010. 


Hospital 

Christopher Perkins, aged 23, was 
left fighting for his life in May 2014 
when he was stabbed as violence flared 
outside the pub. The victim underwent 
emergency surgery and spent five days 
in hospital. That was one of a string of 
violent incidents, which also included 
a customer being slashed across the 
face and another being beaten with a 
pool cue. 

At the licensing hearing in Febru¬ 
ary, Detective Inspector Chris Hanson 
said he knew of no other pub which 
posed more of a risk to the public. 

Dudley’s Councillor Ken Finch said 
the authorities felt they had been left 
with no option but to keep the pub 
closed, as per the police recommenda¬ 
tions. 

He said: “We’ve had some problems 
there and I feel it’s the right decision. 
It has been done to protect the public. 

“They had the opportunity to sort it 
out and it got worse.”

A FRAID to laugh in public and perpetually 
having trouble eating, Jenny admits she 
left it far too long before sorting out some 
new dentures.

I T’S hard to imagine after losing natural 
teeth, things could ever be quite the same 
again.

M EETING Vicki Ball is all about her 
smiles - lots of them. She’s gener¬ 
ous with her compliments, can’t wait for 
her next holiday adventure and has the 
most infectious of laughs. 

Her company is light and she’s gushing with 
the praise about her new look. 

A retired community midwife who was based 
at the former Wordsley Hospital, the bubbly 
60-something-year-old is quick to affirm: “I 
love my new teeth and they look natural, don’t 
they?”

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It could be longer than you think before you down tools Retirees are faced with a wide range of options these days, with much to be considered 

How has eu vote affected 
your retirement plans?

HOW would you feel about 
working for longer than you had 
planned? 

Are you itching to consign your work 
clothes to the back of the wardrobe for 
good - or would you miss your col¬ 
leagues, the challenge of the job and a 
regular wage coming in? 

The EU referendum vote has prompted 
many people approaching retirement to 
look again at their decisions, it has been 
suggested. 

Research has found nearly one in three 
people approaching retirement are consid¬ 
ering changing their financial plans follow¬ 
ing the vote to leave the EU. 

Around 30 per cent of 55 to 64-year-olds 
think they will have to make new arrange¬ 
ments - and 37 per cent of these people may 
delay retirement until the economic picture 
becomes clearer, Prudential found. 

With around half a million people retiring 
across the UK each year, this could equate 
to 150,000 of these people changing their 
financial plans and 55,500 possibly pushing 
back their retirement. 

Recent falls in annuity rates may also be 
partly behind some people’s decisions to 
go back to the drawing board. When many 
people retire, they use their pension pot to 
buy an annuity, which can give them a fixed 
income for the rest of their retirement. 

Planning 

However, the pension freedoms intro¬ 
duced in 2015 mean retirees are no longer 
required to buy an annuity and they gener¬ 
ally have a wider range of options. 

Prudential’s research, carried out during 
the week after the referendum vote, also 
found that across different age groups gen¬ 
erally, one in five (20 per cent) people think 
they will need to change their retirement 
planning and, of these, more than half (51 
per cent) think they may retire later. 

There’s also some evidence that people 
will look to ramp up their savings amid the 
uncertainty. 

One in six (16 per cent) people surveyed 
plan to increase their savings, while 58 per 
cent will continue to save the same amounts 
- despite low interest rates. 

A fifth (20 per cent) also plan to seek fi¬ 
nancial advice. 

Prudential’s survey of more than 700 
people across the UK also found 36 per cent 
are concerned about the property market. 

Many people, including buy-to-let inves¬ 
tors, may be pinning their hopes on the 
value in their property to help finance their 
retirement. 

And a recent report from Royal London 
suggested as many as three million work¬ 
ing age Britons are relying on their home to 
fund their retirement - by downsizing to a 
smaller property. 

However, according to the Centre for 
Economics and Business Research (Cebr), 
the average value of a UK home is still ex¬ 
pected to be around £40,000 more in five 
years’ time, according to its projections. 

Low interest rates also mean that many

people are getting feeble returns on their 
savings, which could also prompt some to 
consider working for longer. 

So how can those approaching retirement 
improve their position in the current eco¬ 
nomic uncertainty? 

Vince Smith-Hughes, Prudential’s saving 
and retirement expert, says many people 
may well be thinking about their savings 
and pensions a bit more. 

Firstly, he suggests getting an idea of how 
much money you have and tracking down 
any “lost” pensions from previous jobs. 

Speaking to the Government-backed Pen¬ 


sion Wise service could also be a good step. 

Smith-Hughes says a financial adviser 
will also be able to offer help in looking at 
the best way to draw an income. 

For many, working for longer is already 
a reality. 

Employer 

As many as 1.2 million people who are 
aged 65-plus are still in employment, ac¬ 
cording to Office for National Statistics 
(ONS) figures. 

Smith-Hughes says: “There are a lot of 
people now considering working past what 


would have been considered their state 
pension age. That’s due to a combination of 
things. Some of them are looking at going 
part-time, perhaps with the same employer, 
some of them are looking at different em¬ 
ployers. 

“Some of them are even looking at start¬ 
ing up a business when they get to their 
state pension age. 

“We talk about retirement these days, 
and we have this idea that one day people 
are working five days a week, the next day 
they’re retired - it doesn’t really happen 
that way.”

Lunch was a sharing board - British Pic¬ 
nic. 

We had our own indoor picnic with sage 
& onion sausage rolls, radish salad, home 
baked ham, potato and red onion salad, 
Blue Vinney stilton, Wookey hole cheddar, 
pork pie, pickled celery, grapes and crusty 
bread. It was spectacular. 

Derby was so eclectic, with its mix of tra¬ 
ditional and modern buildings. 

We pottered around and visited the Ca¬ 
thedral Quarter with its independent shops 
and then you had your modern day shop¬ 
ping centres. 

In the Cathedral Quarter there is the 
traditional Bennetts department store and 
what could be more traditional than High 
Tea at Lisa Jean - a brasserie. 

Sat in a mezzanine above the shop we

had a wonderful array of sandwiches, vol au 
vents - including king prawn Marie Rose 
and wild mushroom & tarragon. 

We were then transported from the buzz 
of the city to the countryside - Kedleston 
Country House Hotel, which is about 15 
minutes from the city. 

Elegance was the top of its list when the 
Derby Brewing Co. renovated the hotel in 
partnership with Plum and Ashby last year. 

It has just five rooms, but they are stun¬ 
ning - they have a Georgian air with a con¬ 
temporary feel. All rooms are decorated in 
soothing greys and blues. 

Steeped in history - the inn was designed 
by famous architect Robert Adam for Sir 
Nathaniel Curzon and its Georgian roots 
were there for all to see with its grand din¬ 
ing room, airy orangery and gardens with 
croquet. 

Our room for the night was the Scarsdale 
Suite, which overlooked the countryside 
and had a separate lounge area with mini 
bar, stocking wines, gin and local ales. 

The Kedleston prides itself on local pro¬ 
duce and the food was delicious with me 
going for pan fried sea bass and Neil steak. 

Kedleston Country House obviously 
puts customers as its number one priority 
which was evident from the service during 
our stay. The following morning we went 
down for breakfast which was continental 
breakfast served on tiered plates - all very 
first class again. We could have chosen from 
cooked breakfast. 

As much as we wanted to while away 
more hours at the hotel, we had a date at 
Kedleston Hall, which was created by Sir 
Nathaniel and again designed by Robert 
Adam, but obviously on a much larger scale. 

This 18th century mansion was most im¬ 
pressive as we drove up the extensive drive¬ 
way over the bridge to the main house. 

From the buzz of the city to the calm of 
the countryside, Derby and its surrounding 
area has it all for a perfect weekend.

Amsterdam’s Pulitzer Hotel 


IT’S easy to get lost in Amsterdam, 
ambling along a grid of peaceful canals 
straddled by bridges fading into infinity. 
But rarely is the route from hotel lobby 
to bedroom such a mission. 

It’s taken me several attempts to nav¬ 
igate the labyrinthine corridors of the 
city’s Pulitzer Hotel, a property made 
up of 25 Golden Age canal houses, all 
connected to make a sumptuous five-star 
maze. In August, the popular property 
reopened following a major two-stage 
renovation, positioning it as one of the 
most exciting hotels in the Dutch city; 
an additional 145 guest rooms have been 
bolted to the original 80, and an inner 
courtyard garden provides a contempla¬ 
tive escape from jangling bike bells that 
typically soundtrack a city stroll. 


Convenience and comfort have been 
drawing curious visitors for the past 45 
years, but it’s the hotel’s colourful, char¬ 
acter-filled past that will really appeal to 
future guests. 

Merchants, musicians, art dealers and 
even pals of Rembrandt have swanned 
through the 400-year-old corridors, and 
their traces are evidently reflected in the 
Pulitzer’s charming ‘old meets new’ de¬ 
sign. In the Art Collector’s suite, flam¬ 
boyant, modern pieces include a golden 
stool sculpted as a cupped palm and a 
tongue-in-cheek re-imagining of Frans 
Hals’ The Last Supper; in a Music Suite, 
one wall is decorated with rows of brass 
trumpets. Both rooms have private ac¬ 
cess to the canals, and although interior 
decoration is a riot of wacky furnishings, 


grand exteriors have been faithfully re¬ 
stored. Standard seems an unfair term 
to describe my own room, decorated in 
the deep blues and robust greys that 
could easily have been brushed directly 
from Rembrandt’s palette. A triangular 
‘sail ship’ bedstead and portholes linking 
bathroom to bedroom cleverly play with 
a nautical theme - a reminder we’re 
never far from the water. Creative direc¬ 
tor Jacu Strauss claims he slept in every 
room to determine its appropriate per¬ 
sonality and design, and he’s given each 
individually shaped space its own accent. 

The neighbouring canal-facing bar is 
darker and more conspiratorial, and de¬ 
signer drinks include a fermented pine¬ 
apple cocktail presented on a bed of hay.

Travellers 
tell of their 
worldwide 
adventures 

TRAVELLING around the world to exotic 
places seems to be the new university for 
many young people these days. 

With hundreds of them filling up their back¬ 
packs and heading off in different directions, 
two best friends who have done the whole thing 
talk about their experiences. 

Rewind to January 28, this year, when fresh-faced 
students Beth Martin and Rosa Jackson, both aged 
19 and from Shropshire, left 
Stanstead airport in search of 
new horizons. They made the 
decision to take a gap year 
to explore Asia before head¬ 
ing off to university earlier 
this month. Their six-month 
adventure took in numer¬ 
ous destinations including 
India, Thailand, Vietnam 
and Cambodia. We started in 
Dubai, where we stayed for 
three days,” Beth explains, 

“then we travelled across to 
India, and stayed in the town 
of Faridabad, just outside of 
Delhi.” 

Here, they stayed with a host family while volunteer¬ 
ing at a local slum school for two weeks, working with 
and teaching the children. 

Rosa tells us that ‘these particular children live in 
slums where education is not a given and many would 
consequently work on the streets to make a living’. 

Both girls agreed how lucky they were to have had 
the education they did: “We 100 per cent take educa¬ 
tion for granted back home. The kids were so excited 
to learn and wanted to do different things. They all had 
such big dreams and were so enthusiastic.” 

“We brought in loads of crayons and arts and crafts 
and we did dancing with the children - we made it fun, 
a place where they could laugh.” 

Beth explains how this particular experience ‘com¬ 
pletely changes your outlook on life’. They travelled 
half way across the world to be there, but the girls 
said most of the children they taught will never leave 
Faridabad. 

After their time spent in the slum school, which they 
found an intensely rewarding, if not tough, experience, 
they moved on to exploring India’s sights and cities. 
“We saw the Taj Mahal, and it was amazing. In all the 
pictures we took it doesn’t 
even look real, it is so crazy to 
comprehend that they built it 
so long ago,” Rosa tells us. 

Their next stop was Sri 
Lanka and then Cambodia. 
Both girls understand the 
shocking stories related to 
each country, such as the Box¬ 
ing Day tsunami in 2004 and 
the violent history of the kill¬ 
ing fields in Phnom Penh. 

Malaysia and Borneo were 
next up for the keen travel¬ 
lers. In Borneo they went to 
the Sepilok Orangutan Re¬ 
habilitation Centre. Beth explains: “They take in or¬ 
phaned orangutans - they weren’t in cages, they were 
in a big reserve where they could interact with people 
so it wouldn’t be so different for them when they went 
back into the wild.” 

“We flew into Bangkok next, which is like the back¬ 
packing central for all of Asia. It is a place where you’re 
always meeting people of your own age. We did the full 
moon party on the beach which gets thousands and 
thousands of people and it is crazy.” 

Beth is keen to point out that they weren’t just there 
to party but it was something they wanted to experi¬ 
ence. “There’s obviously so much more to Thailand 
than partying, but it’s something that brings everyone 
together - the full moon party will be on every back¬ 
packer’s must-see list.” 

Rosa also recalls their time spent at Chiang Mai at 
an elephant jungle sanctuary: “When you go to Thai¬ 
land, a lot of people ride elephants or go to see chained 
up ones, but at this place they were all free to walk 
about. We had to wear these special ponchos that peo¬ 
ple wore every day when they visited so that the ele¬ 
phants would never be scared of all these new people. 
It was very ethical.” 

In Vietnam, the girls came to grips with the coun¬ 
try’s tragic history as they visited the War Remnants 
Museum. 

Both girls got two jobs and saved up all their money 
in order to go on their trip of a lifetime. 

Beth states: “I’ve met so many people I consider 
really good friends now - I could go to America, Aus¬ 
tralia, anywhere in Europe and I would have friends 
to visit.”

Kaiser Chiefs blend their pop-rock sound with dance beats on Stay Together

THE Kaiser Chiefs started out 
as rabble-rousing rockers, 
then morphed into a crowd 
pleasing pop-rock outfit as 
the Leeds band’s lead singer 
Ricky Wilson became a fami¬ 
ly favourite via The Voice. 

They regularly turn in good, if patchy, 
LPs but sixth album Stay Together 
takes them to a new level by blend¬ 
ing their radio friendly rock sound with 
dance beats. Lead single Parachute 
fuses Coldplay-like anthemic rock with 
bouncy Euro disco catchiness. 

There is a lyrical theme of dealing 
with domesticity and new responsibil¬ 
ities that will strike a chord with many 
30somethings. Wilson also turns in 
some of his best vocal performances 
on songs like We Stay Together and 
new single Hole In My Soul, which 
should get thousands singing along at 
Barclaycard Arena on February 25. 

Fans of the original Celtic soul broth¬ 
er will be delighted that Van Morrison 
has released his 36th album, his first of 
mostly original material in four years, 
entitled Keep Me Singing. 

It’s a slick and soulful affair with pol¬ 
ished jazz and blues numbers. Every 
Time I See a River has Morrison col¬ 
laborating with lyricist Don Black whilst 
closing instrumental Caledonian Swing 
features Morrison on piano and saxo¬ 
phone. Highlights include Out In The 
Cold Again, a gorgeous production in 
which Morrison muses over tinkling 
piano, and the positively jaunty Look 
Beyond The Hill. 

LA indie rock favourites Warpaint 
find a new focus on Heads Up, an al¬ 
bum that’s a glorious blend of warped 
pop, Cure-like goth moods and 


shoegazer guitar squalls propelled by 
funky rhythms from bassist Jenny Lee 
Lindberg and drummer Stella Mozga- 
wa. Singers Emily Kokal and Theresa 
Wayman combine superbly, especially 
on the crunchy, edgy By Your Side, and 
on reverb rich The Stall. 

Exeter rock trio Black Foxxes some¬ 
times recall fellow Devonians Muse 
with their guitar bashing swagger and 
vocal histrionics from singer and gui¬ 
tarist Mark Holley on their debut album 
I’m Not Well. Check them out if you 
like Placebo. They play the Sunflower 
Lounge in Birmingham on October 23. 

From Australia’s Blue Mountains, 
singer-songwriter Julia Jacklin could 
appeal to fans of country-flavoured 
Americana and singers like Ren Har- 
vieu and the uber-cool Lana Del Rey. 
Check out rocking new single Coming 
Of Age or the passionate Roy Orbi- 
son-like Leadlight from her debut al¬ 
bum Don’t Let The Kids Win. On third 
album Dusk, London duo Jack Cooper 
and James Hoare, under band name 
Ultimate Painting, deliver a delicious 
laconic take on jangly US guitar rock 
(think Byrds, Television). Key tracks in¬ 
clude A Portrait Of Jason with its twang 
and the enigmatic Skippool Creek. 


Only 14 months since his Mercury 
Music Prize nominated debut Archi¬ 
tect, Scottish classically trained musi¬ 
cian C Duncan returns with his second 
album. Architect was one of my favour¬ 
ite albums of 2016, a homemade mas¬ 
terpiece of gorgeous harmonious lay¬ 
ers of melodic pop. The Midnight Sun, 
again featuring one of Chris Duncan’s 
paintings on the cover, isn’t as instantly 
appealing, though equally rich in mel¬ 
lifluous atmosphere. It is a more mel¬ 
ancholy affair which blends his vocals 
into the velvet wall of sound, more akin 
to Clannad than Brian Wilson. 

The Pixies are back with their sec¬ 
ond album since 91’s classic Trom- 
pe le Monde, also the second since 
a semi-reunion after the departure of 
bassist Kim Deal. Head Carrier is fa¬ 
miliar blend of hard riffs, inscrutable 
lyrics and pop melodies, but lacking 
some of the energy and unexpected 
twists that inspired a generation of 
guitar bands. Paz Lenchantin fits in 
nicely as bassist and singer on All I 
Think About Now, while Joey Santiago 
and Black Francis whip up a storm on 
Classic Masher, Oona and Urn Chagga 
Lagga. Catch them at Birmingham 02 
Academy on December 8. 


Brain Dump is no insult to comic Noble

Give wildlife 
helping hand 
as winter 
approaches 

WHILE homeowners are looking forward 
to spending a cosy autumn in the warmth 
of their homes, a housebuilder is asking 
them to spare a thought for the wild crea¬ 
tures facing a cold few months outside. 

Taylor Wimpey teamed up with the Wildlife Trusts 
earlier this year, giving advice to residents to help them 
make their gardens nature-friendly during the spring 
and summer - and is now offering a host of helpful 
hints and tips to give wildlife a helping hand as winter 
approaches and the temperature drops. 

Birds, bats, frogs, hedgehogs and insects all need 
to find a welcoming winter retreat - and here’s how 
homeowners can do their bit: 

• Be an early bird: You might think the ideal time 
to put up nest-boxes would be spring, but it’s actually 
early winter. Blue tits and great tits will begin looking 
for nest sites in late winter so 
get your box up early. 

• Feeding time: Whether 
you make your own bird 
feeder or buy one, feeding gar¬ 
den birds in winter can make 
a real difference to their sur¬ 
vival. In the coldest weather 
fat balls are a great source of 
food and providing foods such 
as sunflower seeds will ensure 
your garden is popular with 
greenfinches and chaffinches 
as well as blue tits, great tits 
and - if you are lucky - coal 
and marsh tits. If you put the 

feeders near a house window you can enjoy bird-watch¬ 
ing from the comfort of your home! 

• Hedge your bets: Planting trees or hedge plants 
such as hawthorn, rowan and holly will provide ber¬ 
ries for birds in winter as well as places to nest in the 
spring. Winter is the best time for planting, although 
you need to choose a day when the ground is not fro¬ 
zen! 

• Heaps of help: A log pile or a compost heap is also a 
good option - hedgehogs love places like this in winter. 
These structures need to be maintained to make them 
appealing and safe, but be extra careful when clearing 
up - you never know if a pile of autumn leaves is hiding 
something vulnerable. Compost heaps are also good at 
generating the types of insect that bats like. 

• Hotel hideaways: Hibernating animals need some¬ 
where sheltered where they won’t be disturbed all 
winter. Check out the Wildlife Trusts’ activity sheets 
at www.wildlifewatch.org.uk/activity-sheets. These 
include advice on making a hibernaculum, an insect 
hotel, or other hidey holes for wildlife - mostly from 
household odds and ends. 

• Bats love bugs: Grow 
plants with flowers that are 
likely to attract moths and 
other night-flying insects as 
this will increase the food 
supply for bats (white or pale 
coloured flowers are more 
likely to be seen by nocturnal 
insects) - and be more toler¬ 
ant of bugs in general! A few 
caterpillars will not cause 
much damage but they will 
turn into a juicy meal for a 
bat. 

• Give a bat a home: Bat 
boxes can be purchased from 

garden centres or made from unplanned wood that has 
not been treated with wood preservatives. Choose loca¬ 
tions (tree trunks or walls of buildings) with a sunny 
southerly or westerly aspect and avoid placing boxes 
above doors or windows, or anywhere that the bats 
might be disturbed by people or pets. 

• Peace, man: Be aware of the sorts of places that 
bats use as shelter - dark places, such as in hollow 
trees, roof spaces, under tiles and soffits, loose bark on 
trees, or in splits in the trunks and branches of trees - 
and do not disturb them.

Janel Fone, director of marketing and development 
at The Wildlife Trusts, says: “Winter is a tough time 
for wildlife, but nature-friendly gardening can give 
wildlife a hand through the colder months. 

“Although tempting, avoid over-tidying your garden 
this autumn - you’ll be amazed how useful dead veg¬ 
etation can be for wildlife. Nature is incredibly adapt¬ 
able and resilient; insects can find homes in old plant 
stems and hungry birds feed on dead seed heads.”

This evergreen shrub will

BEST OF THE BUNCH - Plumbago 

This frost-tender, scrambling or climbing ev¬ 
ergreen shrub bears long-tubed flat flowers in 
dense clusters from summer to late autumn. The 
bright matt-green leaves provide the perfect foil 
for the sky-blue, pure white or deep rose-pink 
flowers and the plants look good for most of the 
year. 

In mild areas, grow plumbago over a pergola 
or arch, or against a wall. In cooler areas where 
temperatures fall below 7C (45F), they’ll do bet¬ 
ter in a container in a sheltered, sunny spot and 
moved under cover in winter. Grow them in fer¬ 
tile, well-drained soil in full sun or in containers 
of loam-based potting compost, and top-dress or 
repot in spring. The most popular, P. auriculata, 
grows up to 6m (20ft), producing flower clusters 
up to 15cm (6in) across. Tie stems in to support 
as growth proceeds. 

WHAT TO DO THIS WEEK 

• Sow sweet peas in pots and overwinter the 
plants in a cold frame to plant out next spring. 

• Continue to water outdoor crops such as to¬ 
matoes, beans and courgettes to encourage more 
fruits to ripen. 


• Continue blanching leeks, covering plants 
with tubes of cardboard or drainpipes. 

• Wrap trench varieties of celery with news¬ 
paper and draw earth up around the stems to 
blanch them ready for cutting in late autumn. 

• Cut down faded and dying flower stems 
from border perennials, tidying up plants. 

• Plant tubers of anemone ‘De Caen’ and 
‘Saint Brigid’ at intervals, to extend their flow¬ 
ering next spring. 

• Plant evergreen shrubs or hedging plants 
while the soil is still warm enough to help them 
establish before winter. 

• Lift and divide congested clumps of perenni¬ 
als, replanting healthy segments of new growth. 

• Take hardwood cuttings from roses. 

• Continue pruning peaches to remove all 
shoots that have carried fruit, then tie in new 
shoots to replace them. 

• Where grass is thin, over-seed with a suita¬ 
ble grass seed mixture. 

• Make sure greenhouse heaters are in good 
working order. 

• Order new fruit trees and bushes to plant 
later this autumn and winter.

MY children love the autumn. 
When I take them out on a bike 
ride or to walk the dog they adore 
stopping to pick up leaves, fallen 
beech mast and the jewel in the 
crown - conkers! 

There are plenty of leaves for them 
to kick around in already and usually 
by the time we come home their pock¬ 
ets are stuffed with the treasures that 
they have collected. 

When I think back to the display in spring 
and early summer it seems such a short 
time since the chestnuts were in flower and 
the limes were giving off their intoxicating 
scent as late as July. Now they are in fruit 
and it would be easy to talks about autumn 
fruits, after all this is the season of “mists 
and mellow fruitfulness”. 

As I walk around with my kids it is the 
different shapes of the leaves that catch my 
attention. The leaves that have been pushed 
into piles or into corners by the wind that 
my children love to throw around. Those 
leaves have been with us all year but now 
that they are turning from their uniform 
green to multitudinous shades they have 
come back to the forefront of attention. But 
why should there be so many different leaf 
shapes in nature and why do they differ 
even on the same tree? 

Food 

To a plant, leaves are food producing or¬ 
gans. Leaves “absorb” some of the energy 
in the sunlight that strikes their surfaces 
and also take in carbon dioxide from the 
surrounding air in order to run the meta¬ 
bolic process of photosynthesis. This is how 
plants make their food. The green colour of 
leaves, in fact, is caused by an abundance of 
the pigment “chlorophyl” which is the spe¬ 
cific chemical agent that acts to capture the 
sunlight energy needed for photosynthesis. 
An important “waste product” of photosyn¬ 
thesis is oxygen. 

Most leaves can be roughly divided into 
two broad categories, they are either broad 
and flat (like oak leaves) or needle-shaped 
(like pine needles). Both kinds of leaves ab¬ 
sorb light and C02 to make the energy re¬ 
quired for growth and both kinds of leaves 
can serve as food or as habitat for a great 
variety of other creatures. 

The shape of a tree’s leaves are in many 
cases a combination of the ecological history 
of the tree species going back over thou¬ 
sands of years as well as doing the practi¬ 
cal job of supplying the plant with what it 
needs. This is a delicate balancing act for 
just as the plant is getting what it needs it 
needs to avoid becoming too hot or losing 
too much water through its leaves. 

It is important to consider the whole 
tree and the particular ecological niche or 
habitat that it occupies. Leaves high in the 
tree canopy receive a great deal of sunlight. 


These leaves tend to be smaller in size and 
tend also to have complex edges and lobes 
(which enables them to disperse absorbed 
heat very rapidly). Leaves in the lower 
tree canopy are more shaded. These lower 
canopy leaves tend to be larger (more light 
absorptive surface area) and tend to have 
reduced lobes and edges. These trends may 
be observed in comparing the leaves of high 
canopy trees (like oaks) to the leaves of low 
canopy trees (like dogwoods). The smaller 
upper canopy leaves also allow significant 
amounts of light to pass through the upper 
canopy in order to keep the lower leaves 


supplied with sufficient light to allow their 
continued photosynthesis. When you stand 
under different trees and look up you can 
also see different types of arrangements of 
leaves. 

Some trees like cherries arrange their 
leaves so that no leaf is shaded by another 
whilst much taller trees have leaves which 
are shaded by others above which accounts 
for them having smaller leaves at the top 
and larger ones at the bottom. 

Needle-shaped leaves don’t absorb as 
much light and don’t tend to give off too 
much water. Trees with needle-shaped 


leaves are especially well suited to sites that 
have drier soils and to climates in which 
the careful conservation of water is an im¬ 
portant survival strategy. Needle-shaped 
leaves also differ from broad leaves in that 
needles often last for three or four years be¬ 
fore falling while broad leaves only “live” 
for a single growing season. These ever¬ 
green needled trees, then, have a great 
advantage over the deciduous broad leafed 
trees in that they can get food whilst the 
deciduous trees cannot. 

There’s a lot to think about when you 
take the kids for a walk!

Serving up simple but 
delicious dinner ideas

FOOD may be more trendy than 
ever, but Diana Henry believes 
we’d all be happier in the kitch¬ 
en if we remembered cooking’s a 
life skill - not a hobby. 

“It’s nonsense that people can’t cook, 
complete nonsense,” the award-win¬ 
ning food writer practically shouts. “If 
you like eating stuff and you know a 
few things, like how long it takes to 
roast a chicken, or how to put a tray 
of red peppers in the oven, you could 
make really good stuff.” 

Her 10th recipe collection, Simple, makes 
that process even easier. 

Building on her fourth book, Cook Sim¬ 
ple (which was “never as big as I wanted it 
to be”), it’s divided into clear sections, in¬ 
cluding chicken, fish and eggs (the building 
blocks of mealtimes, as Henry sees them), 
and provides a slew of straightforward ways 
to cook and eat them. 

“I’m a food writer and I still think, 
‘What can I do with chops? What can I do 
with that salmon fillet? What can I do with 
pasta?’ And I think most people think about 
their weekday meals like that,” says Henry, 
explaining her approach. “When I worked 
in telly, I used to come home on the Tube 
and keep a notebook which had lists in it: 
‘Chicken thighs - what you can do with 
them; Salmon fillets - what you can do with 
them’, and I just kept adding to that.” 

Switched 

While the Northern Ireland-born jour¬ 
nalist started out in TV, making music 
and arts programmes and human interest 
documentaries, as well as TV Dinners with 
Hugh Fearnley-Whittingstall, Henry, 52, 
switched to food writing when she had her 
first child. 

“I was a massively keen cook, had him, 
and I was just knackered! He cried all the 
time so I always had to carry him around,” 
she remembers. 

For some time, her first book was even 
going to be called Cooking From The Hip, 
as it was about cooking with one hand “be¬ 
cause you had a baby in the other”. 

That baby just turned 18, but Henry still 
has “as much trouble as anyone else getting 
a meal on the table on a Wednesday night”, 
so Simple is a way of solving that problem. 

In all her writing, she recognises that 
many find food - and wrangling it into an 
edible state - a chore, often stressful, or see 
cooking as a realm reserved purely for ob¬ 
sessed foodies. 

“People see cooking as a hobby. It’s not 
a hobby - it’s a non-negotiable life skill,” 
she says. 

“I want people to love food and care about 
it, but at the same time, I want them to not 
think about it at all - just let it go. We’ve 
become really over-anxious about it,” she 
muses. 

“Food’s about wonderfulness and poetry 
and memory and joyfulness - but it’s very 
easy to lose that.”

CUMIN-CORIANDER ROASTED 
CARROTS WITH POMEGRANATE 
AND AVOCADO 

(Serves 6 as a starter, or 8 as a side dish) 
For the salad: 

30 young carrots, ideally slim 

4tbsp extra virgin olive oil 

2tsp cumin seeds 

ltsp coriander seeds, crushed 

ltsp chilli flakes 

Salt and pepper 

3 ripe avocados 

25g walnut pieces, toasted 

lOOg watercress, coarse stalks removed 


Leaves from a small bunch of coriander 
250g Greek yogurt 
1 garlic clove, crushed 
Seeds from 1/2 pomegranate 
For the dressing: 

3tsp pomegranate molasses 
1 garlic clove, crushed 
l/4tsp Dijon mustard 
6tbsp extra virgin olive oil 
l/4tsp honey 
Squeeze of lemon juice 
Preheat the oven to 200C/400F/gas mark 
6. Trim the carrots at the tops but leave a 
bit of green tuft. Don’t peel them, just wash 


well. Put in a roasting tin in a single layer. 
Add the olive oil, spices and seasoning.En- 
sure the carrots are all well coated. Roast 
for about 30 minutes. 

To make the dressing, just whisk 
everything together with a fork. Halve and 
pit the avocados, cut into slices, then care¬ 
fully peel. Put everything except the yo¬ 
gurt, garlic and pomegranates into a broad 
shallow bowl (or onto a platter) and toss 
in three-quarters of the dressing. Mix the 
yogurt with the garlic and dot among the 
vegetables, then scatter the pomegranate 
seeds. Add remaining dressing and serve. 


Dilly-dallying 
adds £££s to 
Christmas 
shopping bill 

WITH Christmas only 79 days away, new 
research reveals it takes consumers in 
the Midlands 39 online and in-store shop¬ 
ping trips and 18 hours of planning to get 
ready for the festive day. 

However, the study from online shopping site 
TopCashback.co.uk, finds that while Christmas 
may be the time for giving and good cheer, it is 
also the time for plenty of procrastinating and 
inefficiency. 

Nearly three-quarters (72 per cent) of consumers 
in the Midlands admit to getting distracted and not 
achieving what they want from Christmas shopping 
trips. 

And around half (49 per cent) also put off festive 
buying for as long as possible. 

This culminates in online 
and offline browsers dilly-dal¬ 
lying away seven hours of 
their time when they should 
have been getting their shop¬ 
ping done. 

This adds up to a bill of 
over £47 in unnecessary cof¬ 
fees, long lunches, and buying 
things for themselves rather 
than the gifts they intended 
to buy for others. 

When it comes to online 
distractions, consumers in 
the Midlands get waylaid re¬ 
searching what they are going 
to purchase (64 per cent), logging in to Facebook (51 
per cent) and watching videos (16 per cent). 

The reasons behind this procrastination are that the 
majority of people (55 per cent) do not know what to 
buy their friends and family, which is surprising given 
the 18 hours of planning most residents in the Mid¬ 
lands are expected to spend preparing for Christmas. 

Additionally, 45 per cent find the shops too busy and 
more than a third (36 per cent) are overwhelmed by the 
expense of it all. 

A further 29 per cent say the prep is too stressful and 
nine per cent think shopping is just downright boring. 

Despite the tendency to put off scouring for gifts, 
consumers in the Midlands still have the best inten¬ 
tions and would ideally like everything completed by 
mid-December (36 per cent) or the end of November 
(27 per cent). 

But, if past records are to go by, 17 per cent will not 
have it finished until Christmas Eve. 

Natasha Rachel Smith, consumer affairs editor for 
TopCashback.co.uk, said: “Christmas, and especially 
the build up to it, can be a stressful time. 

“There are often so many 
things that need to be done 
and bought ahead of the event 
as people want to make the 
festive season special. 

“TopCashback helps take 
some of the pressure off by 
bringing together all the re¬ 
tailers people love. 

“It also aids keeping spend¬ 
ing under control as members 
get money back on purchases 
made.” 

Santa’s little 
helpers 

The majority (82 per cent) of people in the Midlands 
believe they are more efficient shoppers when they are 
on their own as 85 per cent are able to focus on the job 
at hand rather than becoming distracted. 

A further 28 per cent end up looking for what the 
other person needs, rather than what they intended 
to buy and more than a quarter (26 per cent) are dis¬ 
tracted by companions. 

It seems the worst shopping buddies are partners (39 
per cent) and kids (26 per cent). 

Conversely, of those who do find it easier to shop 
with someone else, partners also come out on top as 
around a third (31 per cent) say they keep them fo¬ 
cused and Mum is, of course, a helpful accomplice (20 
per cent). 

Christmas-ready shoppers 

While the majority may struggle with festive prepa¬ 
rations, an eager eight per cent of consumers in the 
Midlands started planning for Christmas back in Janu¬ 
ary, immediately after the last one, with many making 
the most of the many bargains on offer in the new year 
sales. 

And at this point in 2015, six per cent had even com¬ 
pleted all their errands excluding purchasing perish¬ 
ables. 

Of those who are not distracted while Christmas 
shopping, more than two-thirds (68 per cent) say it is 
because they shop online and avoid heading out into 
the high street. 

The research also found that 48 per cent plan out 
what to get everyone before they go shopping and 45 
per cent write a list and stick to it.

New play from 
War Horse author

A STORY about a hushed-up D-Day 
training disaster, created by the writ¬ 
er of War Horse, will be staged at Bir¬ 
mingham Rep from tonight (Thurs¬ 
day) until October 15. 

The play, 946: The Amazing Story 
of Adolphus Tips, has been adapted 
by Michael Morpurgo and Emma 
Rice from Morpurgo’s own book of 
the same name. 

The production enjoyed acclaimed 
reviews during a season at London’s 
The Globe and is now on the road 
for its first UK tour. It tells the lit¬ 
tle-known story of an ill-fated re¬ 
hearsal of the D-Day landings, when 
946 people were killed during Opera¬ 
tion Tiger at Slapton Sands in Devon 
in 1944. 


In the lead role of youngster Lilly 
Treganza is Katy Owen, who ap¬ 
peared in Kneehigh’s Rebecca at Bir¬ 
mingham Rep last year and recently 
as Puck in the Globe’s production of 
A Midsummer Night’s Dream. 

Lily Tregenza, her family and her 
cat Tips are trying to live a normal 
village life in the midst of the Second 
World War. 

Rescue 

After being inundated with evacu¬ 
ees from London, village life is halted 
as American GIs arrive to prepare for 
the D-Day landings. Lily and her fam¬ 
ily are moved away from Slapton but 
Tips gets left behind. Lily sets out to 
rescue her cat accompanied by townie 


friend Barry and a black American GI 
Adolphus ‘Adi’ T Madison. 

It feels like it couldn’t get any 
worse for Lily and her family, but 
then the Germans ambush the train¬ 
ing fleet with disastrous results for 
the Allied troops. 

Morpurgo said: “There is no the¬ 
atre company that tells stories more 
imaginatively, more unexpectedly, 
than Kneehigh. 946 is based on his¬ 
torical events that took place in and 
around Slapton as the Americans 
trained for the landings in France. 

“I have witnessed first-hand the 
way Kneehigh weaves a tale and 
makes it live on stage for us. For my 
story to play a part in this is simply 
a joy.” 



Blood and 
tears show 

LEGENDARY Liverpool musical drama Blood 
Brothers is returning to Birmingham Hippodrome 
for a fortnight’s run with Lyn Paul in the iconic 
role of Mrs Johnstone, the mother of ill-fated twins 
in this much-loved tearjerker. 

Written by Willy Russell, Bill Kenwright’s pro¬ 
duction surpassed 10,000 performances in Lon¬ 
don’s West End over 24 years, one of only three 
musicals ever to achieve that milestone. 

The show tells the story of twin boys separated 
at birth, only to be reunited by a twist of fate and 
a mother’s secret. 

The memorable score includes A Bright New 
Day, Marilyn Monroe and the emotionally charged 
hit Tell Me It’s Not True. 

Lyn Paul, who found fame in the 1970s as a 
member of chart-topping pop group the New Seek¬ 
ers, returns to the role she played many times in 
the West End, right up the show’s final perfor¬ 
mances at the Phoenix Theatre four years ago.

T wo years ago, viewers were 
gripped by The Missing, which 
starred James Nesbitt as a 
distraught father desperately 
searching for his young son who 
disappeared during a holiday to 
France. 

The series ended on an ambiguous 
note - some viewers thought the 
mystery had been solved, others felt 
there were still some loose threads left 
dangling. However, the bad news for 
those in the latter camp is that this 
new series won’t be picking up where 
the last one left off. 

The good news is Tcheky Karyo 
is reprising his role as French 
detective Julien Baptiste to tackle a 
whole new case. And while the 
first run largely concentrated on 
parents dealing with the horror of not 
knowing what had happened to their 
child, this one takes a different 
approach. 

Writers Harry and Jack Williams say: 
“While we were writing the first series, 
we began talking about what the show 
would have been had Oliver Hughes 
been found. This story grew out of that 
discussion. 


“It’s the other side of the coin to 
series one - an exploration of loss, of 
freedom, of how the past can shape 
the present in myriad ways that we 
cannot fully understand. It’s bigger, 
more ambitious, and we’re delighted to 
have such a brilliantly talented cast 
joining Julien Baptiste for a new case.” 

That cast includes David Morrissey 
(The Walking Dead, Extant) and 
Keeley Hawes (Line of Duty, The 
Casual Vacancy, The Durrells) as Sam 
and Gemma Webster, whose 
daughter Alice went missing in 
Eckhausen, Germany, in 2003. 

By late 2014, Sam and Gemma are 
barely speaking to each other, and 
Alice’s brother Matthew (Jake Davies) 
has become violent and withdrawn. 

But then a young British woman is 
founding stumbling through the streets 
of Ekchausen, where she 
subsequently collapses - and is 
identified as Alice (Abigail 
Hardingham). 

In theory, her return should be a 
cause for rejoicing, but the news 
throws her family into turmoil and 
sends shockwaves through the tight- 


knit German community. 

As with the original series, we move 
between the present day and the 
original investigation. Even knowing 
that Alice will be found shouldn’t make 
the series less tense, especially as it 
seems that she may hold vital clues to 
the whereabouts of a second missing 
girl, Sophie Giroux, whose 2003 
disappearance was investigated by 
Baptiste. As the detective heads to 
Iraq, following a lead that he believes 
is key to finding the girls’ abductor, the 
Webster family has to deal with what 
happens when the child you’ve spent 
years longing to be reunited with 
actually comes back. 

Executive producer Willow Grylls 
promises we’ll be hooked: “I am so 
proud to have such a high calibre of 
cast attached to this project and, with 
the genius of Harry and Jack Williams’ 
scripts, I know the audience will be 
gripped to this series just as much as 
they were to the first. And the beloved 
Julien Baptiste is back! 

‘The Missing series two will be just 
as thrilling, heart-wrenching and 
character driven as you’d hope it to 
be.”

We had almost decided on a city holi¬ 
day to Sweden and Denmark when we 
saw a Fred Olsen cruise which includ¬ 
ed those two countries, plus the bonus 
of Baltic Sea countries Estonia, Latvia 
and Russia - with St Petersburg as the 
highlight. 

The itinerary immediately appealed, and 
with the help and knowledge from the tour 
staff, we booked a series of excursions well 
within our budget. 

Leaving from a UK port has many bene¬ 
fits, including extra luggage allowance and 
speedy embarkation. 

After two sunny days’ sailing, we entered 
the Swedish Archipelago, a group of 30,000 
islands; our ship Balmoral weaved through 
a four-hour scenic passage. 

Arriving in Stockholm, a panoramic city 
tour took in the highlights. Strolling around 
the oldest district, Gamla Stan, you absorb

the heart and antiquity of the city. In Tal¬ 
linn, a medieval town in Estonia, our walk¬ 
ing tour was a great way to soak up sights 
and sounds of this enchanting place, with 
narrow cobbled streets, secret courtyards 
and fairytale towers. 

Troubadours and Minstrels entertain, 
singing and playing traditional songs in 
authentic dress. Stalls selling hand knit¬ 
ted clothing and amber - known as Baltic 
gold- are sold at keen prices. Lunch of pork, 
cooked Estonian style, is a culinary delight. 

The next morning, we arrived at St Pe¬ 
tersburg, Russia. Two names are synony¬ 
mous with this extraordinary city, rulers 
Peter and Catherine the Great, whose in¬ 
fluence dominated Imperial Russia and still 
evident today. We made the most of our 
first day, with tours of Peterhof Palace and 


the Hermitage, which houses more than 2.8 
million works of art. Lunch in a typical Rus¬ 
sian restaurant started with vodka tasting. 

In the evening, we were taken to the 
Nickolaevsky Palace, featuring a tradi¬ 
tional folk show, entertained by musicians, 
singers and dancers, each routine reflecting 
different regions of Russia. During the in¬ 
terval, Russian Champagne, vodka, caviar 
and canapes were served generously. The 
show ended with a rousing Cossack theme. 

Highlights 

The city’s highlights tour captures the 
most significant sights of St Petersburg. 
By now, we were only half way through our 
cruise. 

Riga, regarded as the ‘Pearl of Latvia’, 
is characterised by three distinct faces, 
from 14th century medieval roots, quality 
Art Nouveau buildings and 19th century 


wooden architecture. We visited the Dome 
Cathedral, while meandering round the 
quaint old town, you become enthralled in 
its history. Sailing to Denmark, we had un¬ 
expected sight of a pod of dolphins appear¬ 
ing either side of the ship. 

Balmoral berthed a short walk from 
Copenhagen’s iconic attraction, the Little 
Mermaid; despite three serious injuries, she 
sits serenely on her bed of rocks. 

After taking in Copenhagen’s highlights, 
we arrived at the old charming fishing 
village of Dragor. We strolled the narrow 
streets of yellow cottages with thatched 
roofs, gardens ablaze with Hollyhocks, end¬ 
ing with Danish pastry and coffee served at 
an old inn. 

Our final night in Balmoral’s theatre 
featured all the artists and dancers in a 
spectacular show that left us clamouring 
for more.

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New lease of life for Grand C4

Only a particularly keen eye 
would be able to tell the differ¬ 
ence between the new Grand C4 
Picasso and the second-genera¬ 
tion model that arrived in 2013. 

Its exterior retains the familiar shape 
of the old car, but features a number of 
subtle tweaks that help keep it looking 
fresh and up-to-date. 

As you would expect from a car designed 
purely for carting vast numbers of children 
to and from school and sports practice, the 
new Picasso can be specified with a raft of 
active safety systems. These include Speed 
Limit Sign Recognition, and Active Land De¬ 
parture Warning to name but a few. 

Generally speaking, large MPVs aren’t 
the best looking cars on the road. Howev¬ 
er, Citroen seems to have this area nailed 
- the Grand C4 Picasso is definitely one of 
the better-looking people movers currently 
available on the market. 

A suite of very subtle updates that would 
be difficult to notice on their own make an 
appearance on the new car. Changes in¬ 
clude a redesigned front end, 3D-effect rear 
lights, rear chevrons finished in gloss black 
with chrome surrounds and new 18-inch 
alloy wheels. Together, these add up to an 
end product that is a marked improvement. 

At the end of the day, an MPV is never 
really going to be considered a cool car, 
even one as attractive as the Grand C4 Pi¬ 
casso. That said, cars like this will always 
place function over form. The added bonus 
with the big Citroen is that you don’t have to 
compromise too much in the form depart¬ 


ment if you’ve got a load of children to ferry 
around. 

This is the Grand C4 Picasso’s piece de 
resistance. A seven-seat layout means you’ll 
be popular with other parents on the school 
run, and should help prevent any squabbles 
from breaking out on longer journeys with 
the family.The middle row of seats can fold 
flat to increase boot space, and can slide 
back and forth to allow for more legroom in 
the third row. The two third row seats fold 
down into the boot floor, allowing for 645 li¬ 
tres of storage space in the boot when the 
second row of seats are in their forward-most 
position. 

Another handy feature that has been intro¬ 
duced is a hands-free tailgate. Simply wave 
your foot underneath the rear bumper and 
the boot will pop open, meaning you can 
load the car up easily even when your hands 
are full. 

The Grand C4 Picasso isn’t exactly a small 
car, although it masks its size rather well. 
Thanks to plenty of forward visibility out of 
the large windscreen and a raised driving 
position, you don’t really feel like you’re be¬ 
hind the wheel of a big people mover. 

To drive, the Picasso is very manageable. 
At low speeds, the steering is quick enough 
to allow you to manoeuvre into tighter park¬ 
ing spaces, and features like a rear parking 
camera mean you shouldn’t bump into any 
obstructions. 

The seats are comfortable, supportive and 
easily adjustable - although depending on 
your body frame, the driving position might 
be a tad awkward. The steering wheel is 
quite far away, while the pedals are right un¬ 
der your feet. 

There is a fair amount of wind noise at 
motorway speeds, owing largely to the boxy

shape of the car, and the 18-inch alloys 
fitted to our test car also created a fair 
amount of tyre roar. For the most part, the 
four-cylinder diesel engine is unobtrusive 
and refined, although it does create a bit of 
a racket under heavy acceleration. 

Any lumps and bumps on the surface 
of the road are dealt with by the Citroen’s 
supple suspension set-up, although this 
does lead to a dash of body roll through 
the corners. 

In terms of bang for your buck, in Flair 
trim makes a good case for itself. It comes 


with a wealth of handy features as stand¬ 
ard, including the new 3D Citroen Nav sys¬ 
tem. This incorporates mapping data from 
TomTom that can be displayed through 
either the seven-inch touchscreen in the 
middle of the dash, or the 12-inch display 
on the upper dash. Other features include 
front and rear parking sensors, cruise con¬ 
trol, dual-zone air conditioning, DAB radio 
and Bluetooth and USB connectivity. Mir¬ 
ror Link and Car Play - which are includ¬ 
ed as standard - help to make connecting 
your smartphone that much easier.

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Audi clearly 
connected 
to values of 
real world

FORGET the acceleration times or how far 
the car goes on a gallon, for some potential 
owners the way their iPhone hooks up is the 
decider. 

Or, as the man from Audi said about the newly up¬ 
date A3 range, “to some younger customers being 
connected is more important than the car itself.” 

So, younger customers rejoice! This workover of Audi’s 
biggest selling range brings extra standard kit and the pos¬ 
sibility (at extra cost, it’s an Audi, remember) of keeping 
yourself connected like never before. 

With four body styles to choose from - three and five-door 
hatch (Sportback in Audi speak), saloon and cabriolet - and 
six engines on offer, there ought to be a car to suit most 
upwardly mobile people in search of a classy set of wheels. 

Priced from £19,365, the latest A3 comes with a mild rejig 
on the outside and more bits inside, including cruise control, 
auto lights and wipers and a multi-function steering wheel. 

You have to move up the range, or pay for extras to appre¬ 
ciate all the new techno upgrades, which can include what 
Audi calls a digital cockpit; really a high definition screen 
replacing conventional dials that you can make display the 
sat nav with cinema screen clarity or let the instruments 
dominate. 

The entry level A3 is a three-door hatch with 1.0 litre pet¬ 
rol engine and SE trim but not many people will be tempt¬ 
ed, heading instead to the Sport (+£1,550) and the S line 
(+£2,150), where bigger alloys, styling tweaks inside and 
out and LED headlights (and natty rear indicators that flash 
in a bulb-sweeping action) mark the car out as the range 
topper. 

Clever 

You’ll find satellite navigation on all but the SE but find 
£995 for a technology pack and you’ll add high speed 4G 
internet access via a SIM card with no data charge, Google 
Earth and Street View and Twitter. 

If you’re mobile phone is clever enough you can pop it 
in the Audi Phone Box between the front seats, where it 
charges itself without needing to be plugged in and works 
through the car’s own aerial for a better reception. 

Oh, and there’s 10GB of hard drive memory for every 
song you’ve ever bought and need to download to the car. 
So you’ll stay very connected indeed to your life outside 
your Audi. 

Add a driver assistance pack for £1,950 and an au¬ 
to-geared A3 will slow to a halt and start off again all by itself, 
maintain a safe distance behind the vehicle ahead at cruis¬ 
ing speed and briefly steer the car at speeds up to 37mph. 

There are a couple of option boxes you can tick without 
adding to the price of your car - to delete the badges on the 
back to keep your engine details to yourself, or to delete 
the lowered, stiffened suspension that comes with an S line 
package. Two paint colours cost nothing extra either (solid 
white or black) although everything else costs £550, or £775 
for a crystal effect black. 

Alongside a carried over selection of engines there’s the 
first application in the A3 of the Volkswagen Group’s feisty 
1.0 litre three-cylinder petrol engine and a new 2.0 petrol 
power unit with 190 horsepower and coupled to a new sev¬ 
en-speed automatic gearbox. 

As ever, slipping into the latest A3 reinforces the compa¬ 
ny’s reputation for building cars as well finished as anything 
near the price; this is a high quality environment in which to 
spend hours of your life at a stretch. 

Choose the popular 2.0 litre diesel and S line trim and 
you’ll have a car that shrugs off the miles, the engine a dis¬ 
tant thrum as the suspension stays firmly in contact with 
the road, doing its best with big alloy wheels and stiffened 
springs to smooth your path. 

Lesser versions with smaller wheels - or an S line on the 
optional softer suspension - would ride more serenely but 
lack the positive edge to the steering that makes the A3 feel 
taut and... connected. 

The trip computer showed 54.9mpg after a brief but spir¬ 
ited drive. Combine that with the way the car is predicted to 
hang on to its value as the months roll by and this new Audi 
is clearly connected to real world values.

Dedicated ex-boss made 
life better for patients 


MEL EVES has led the tributes to ‘one of 
the greats’ Graham Hawkins, who died 
last week at the age of 70. 

Hawkins won promotion with Wolves both 
as a player and a manager, graduating through 
the club from a boyhood fan to boss the team he 
once watched from the terraces. 

And Eves described Hawkins - who raised money 
for fellow cancer patients at Shrewsbury’s Royal Hos¬ 
pital after being diagnosed with non-Hodgkin Lym¬ 
phoma in 2009 - as £ a pleasure to be around’. 

After being relegated from Division One at the end 
of the 1981/82 season, Hawkins was the man tasked 
with getting Wolves straight back to the promised 
land. 

Hawkins, who helped the team gain promotion to 
the top flight as player in 1967, arrived from Shrews¬ 
bury, where he served as an assistant to Graham 
Turner, to take the reins at Molineux - and succeeded 
immediately. 

Moulded 

Wolves finished second - 10 points behind Queens 
Park Rangers - to go back up at the first time of ask¬ 
ing, with the likes of Eves, Andy Gray and Kenny 
Hibbitt starring. 

“It is a really sad loss,” said Eves. “He moulded a 
great team. There was a really good mix of senior pros 
and young lads in the side. 

“He did a really good job with players such as Andy 
Gray, Kenny Hibbitt, myself, John Humphrey, Dale 
Rudge, Ian Cartwright, Bobby Coy. 

“We did really well to get promoted and there was 
a really great team spirit there among the players. 

“I finished top scorer that season and he had the 
faith to put me up front alongside Andy Gray. 

“It was just unfortunate in the following season he

was left out to dry,” Eves added. “We probably needed 
three or four more players so that was disappointing 
for everybody.” 

Wolves struggled in the following season, back in 
the top flight, and Hawkins was sacked in April 1984 
with the club heading for the first of three successive 
relegations. 

It was a dark period for the club which almost re¬ 
sulted in extinction. 

After management, Hawkins worked for the Foot¬ 
ball League as head of youth development, helping 
hundreds of young footballers make the grade as pro¬ 
fessionals. 

“When Graham was in his role with the Football 
League, he always conducted himself impeccably - he 
was very professional,” Eves said. 

“He was really easy to get on with and a pleasure 
to be around. 

“I think the last time I saw him as at the London 
Wolves 50th anniversary, which was not long ago. I 
knew he had been struggling for a while but he man¬ 
aged to do an awful lot of fundraising.” 

Laurie Dalrymple, managing director of Wolves, 
said: “Graham made a huge contribution not only to 


Wolves but to football in general during his career. He 
was widely respected and well-liked, both inside and 
outside of football. It was typical of the man that he 
spent his final years raising money for fellow cancer 
sufferers at the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital.” 

Hawkins is survived by wife Jane, sons Ian and 
Richard and grandchildren Lauren, Amy, Holly and 
Louisa. 

Royal Shrewsbury Hospital staff described 
Hawkins’ fundraising efforts as ‘magnificent’. 

Dr Sheena Khanduri, clinical lead for cancer ser¬ 
vices at The Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital NHS 
Trust, said: “The trust has lost a great friend and 
supporter. 

“Graham’s magnificent fundraising efforts really 
helped to improve the experience of our patients. 

“His fundraising efforts included donating iPads 
which offered a distraction and something else for 
patients to think about whilst they receive their 
treatment in our Haematology Day Centre and the 
Chemotherapy Day Centre at the Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital. 

Legendary 

“On behalf of the trust I would like to pass on my 
condolences to Graham’s family.” 

Mr Hawkins was in the dugout at the Gay Meadow 
in the early 1980s alongside legendary manager Gra¬ 
ham Turner before his move to Molineux. 

Brian Caldwell, chief executive at Shrewsbury 
Town, said: “Graham will be remembered by many 
Shrewsbury Town fans for the work he did alongside 
Graham Turner as his assistant manager. 

“It was a spell where the club played at the highest 
level in English football so far and Graham is remem¬ 
bered fondly by Town fans for being part of that. 

“The thoughts of everyone at the club are with Gra¬ 
ham’s wife, Jane, his sons, Ian and Richard and the 
rest of his family and friends at this sad time.”
